The 
Italians have taken the first step in this di- 
rection, having ordered several one-hundred- 
ton breech-loading Armstrong gutis, which 
are more powerful than any ordnance ever 
made. 


A new Trojan War has broken out, and be- 
fore it ends a new Homer may be required to 
chronicle the doughty deeds of the com- 
batants.. Troy (N. 1.) is blessed or eursed 
with two police departments, owing to some 
municipal complication hard to be under- 
stood. Both sets persist in asserting their 
powers, and yesterday came the inevitable 
conflict. The new police arrested an alleged 
swindler, but the Police Magistrate is- 
sued the warrant of commitment to 
a Captain of the old force. Then 
ensued a fight in the court room 
for the possession of the unhappy accused, 
who came near being torn limb from limb in 
the place. The battle resulted in favor of 
the new force, who carried off their prisoner. 
The old crowd then swore out warrants for 
the arrest of the new men on the charge of 
unlawfully rescuing a prisoner, and in serv- 
ing the papers succeeded in precipitating 
a fight on the street, in the course 
of whieh—such is retributiye justice 
—a policeman got pounded with a 
elub. The end of it was that two Cap- 
tains, a Sergeant, and a detective belong- 
ing to the new organization were arrest- 
ed, while the poor prisoner whe was 
made the casus belli was frightened almost 
to death in the conflict. In sharp contrast to 
the ignorant and barbarous methods used by 
the Trojan. belligerents, the principals in an 
almost identical row at Opelika, Ga., brought

— — — 
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DOES IT MEAN MUNICIPAL REFORM! 
The continued raids upon the gambling- 
houses have an interest for the public beyond 
the mere captures that are reported. There 
is nothing especially edifying in the an- 
nouncement that a number of blacklegs and 
their victims have been carted off to the 
police-station in the patrol-wagons, and that 
their gaming utensiis have been contiscated. 
But the policy which the new Superintend- 
ent gf Police has adopted for the time being 
inspires the hope that he intends to work out 
a radical reform in the treatment of public 
morals. Thereisacrying need for such re- 
form, and there has been during the past two 
years. The Mayor had apparently become 
indifferent to the growing prevalence of vice 
and disorder in this city. He was, according 
to his own professions, the most ignorant 
man in Chicago in regard to the extent and 
location of gambling. Superintendent 
Doyle seems to have better sources of 
information, and appears to be disposed 
to use his knowledge for the enforce- 
ment of the law and the protection of the 
community. The pulling of the gambling- 
den of which Boss McDonald himself is said 
to be the proprietor, and thesecond raid upon 
the notorious Hankins’ den following closely 
upon the first arrests, would indicate an in- 
tention to harass the gamblers persistently 
and without favor. If that policy be followed 
up, there is little doubt that open gambling 
ean be suppressed. The gamblers can at 
least be driven to obscure places, where they 
will be found out only by those who are de- 
termined to gamble—a class for which the 
public has no particular concern. What is 
expected of the police is that ‘the scandal of 
protected gambling shall be wiped out 
and that glaring temptation shall be removed 
from the young men and salaried class, who 
are lured into the gambling-houses by the 
quasi-respectability the latter acquire under 
a system of official tolerance. 

Some improvements are reported also in 
the supervision of the concert-saloon and va- 
riety-hall business. It is said that the li- 
censes of some of the lowest resorts have 
been revoked, that the presence of women 
has been forbidden at others, and that the 
“wine-room” and bagnio attachments of 
some so-called theatres have been .abolished. 
This course is in the right direction, and the 
public will be content with a gradual abate- 
ment of these sinks of iniquity if the police 
crusade against them is earnest and judi- 
cious. It is necessary to trust largely to the 
discretion of the police for the proper regu- 
lation of the saloon and concert-hall business 
in a large city; but there is one power vested 
in the Mayor which will always enable the 
police to enforce its mandates—the power to 
revoke licenses. If Mayor Harrison will ex-

forth the modern shotgun, wounded a dozen 
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Hicenses will be careful te comply with any 


police instructions that may be given rather 


than forfeit them. 

There is some encouragement to believe 
that there is a serious purpose on the part of 
Superintendent Doyle to adhere tothe work 
of municipal reform so far as it comes under 
his jurisdiction. And perhaps Mayor Harri- 
son was impressed by the late local election 


with the conviction that the people do not 


approve of the loose and lawless order of 
things which has prevailed in this city for 
the past two or three years. That was the 
significance of McGarigle’s defeat, backed as 
he was by Mike MeDonald and kindred in- 
finences. If reform can be worked out from 
this point of view it will be much more thor- 
ough and more enduring than if radical 
measures were inaugurated as the result of 
a movement among the churches and that 
class of the population which would like to 
close out the saloons entirely and run the 
city upon · ‘Paritaniedt principles. Extreme 


measures are almost invariably followed by 


a reaction which leads to licentiousness. 
What is needed is strict supervision aimed 
atthe suppression of excesses, abuses, a 
parade of vice, and open temptations which 
pollute the youth of the city. If Superia- 
tendent Doyle has this policy in view Mayor 
Harrison will be extremely short-sighted if 
he does not sustain him and encourage him.

CHICAGO'S METROPOLITANISM. 

Chicago is taking on with every added year 
of its growth more and more of the elements 
of metropolitanism. It is not merely the in- 
crease of population and business which leads 
to the enlargement and improvement of its so- 
cial attractions; the accumulation of wealth, 
and the leisure and tastes to which wealth 
opens the way, are spreading thelr influ- 
ences. Practical men no longer view with a 
sort of contempt the social and artistic pleas- 
ures which they were in the habit of regard- 
ing as frivolous and éxtravagant when they 
were engrossed in mere money-getting. The 
theatre, the opera, the concert-hall, all the 
better class of public amusements, the clubs, 
social entertainments, private collections of 
art, the encouragement held outto musical 
efforts, and all the claims upon intelligent 
and refined enjoyment receive infinilly more 
consideration today than they did afew years 
ago. Ofcourse, the general condition of pros- 
perity which has prevailed during the last 
three years, of which Chicago has par- 
taken so bountifully, has contributed mate- 


rially to the brilllaney of social life. A 


large number of costly and handsome 
residences have been erected, and people 
generally have been more liberal in their in- 
dulgences and expenditures than during 
the preceding period of depression and strin- 
gency?» But tne genius of metropolitanism 
has also asserted its influence, for mere 
money-making does not carry with it an im- 
pulse of liberality. Chicago is getting old 
enough to have more or less Inherited wealth, 
which is always used more lavishly than 
that which is earned by the sweat of the 
brow. The young men and the young women 
who have enjoyed the advantages of educa- 
tion and acquired a taste for the elegancies 
as well as the comforts of metropolitan life, 
are contributing to a more rapid develop- 
ment of the social features of a great city. 
There is more genuine local pride than there 
used to be. The people who go to New York 
ot to Europe for amusement are discovering 
that Chicago has more attractions for them 
than they thought. The residents of smaller 
cities and the country towns visit Chicago 
nowadays as they formerly visited the East- 
ern metropolis, and they find here abundant 
opportunities for metropolitan purchases and 
amusements. The hotelsand theatres are 
rated among the best in the country. The 
streets, the parks, and the exterior attrac- 
tions of the city are improving as rapidly, 
perhaps, as the rapid growth of the city and 
prudent public policy warrant, though Chi- 
cago people are characteristically impatient 
for more hurriea development. Our busi- 
ness-men are beginning to find time for their 
own recreation and the entertainment of 
friends who visit the city. Thereis more 
disposition than there used to be to treat 
strangers with that hospitality which goes 
with ease and refinement. The pedestrian 
no longer considers it an outrage to be 
asked some question on the street, and 
generally has time to give a civil answer. 
There are manifold insinuating evidences of 
an expansion of ideas beyond bills of lading 
and the collection of accounts. They are the 
forerunners of ample, geuerous city life, and 
the prospect is a pleasant one. No class 
need envy those who seem to enjoy the ad- 
vantages of metropolitan pleasures mainly, 
for the indulgence of these pleasures serves 


to distribute the cost thereof through all 


classes of society. The workingmen and the 
small shopkeepers get their share of the 
money spent by the wealthy classes in the 
adornment of their homes, the enlargement 
of their establishments, the frequency and 
elegance of their entertainments. All the in- 
cidents of metropolitanism which are not 
overstrained nor obtained upon credit inure 
ultimately to the benefit of those whose skill 
and industry furnish the adjuncts of metro- 
politan life. For many years there has been 
no city in the world which has made such 
rapid progress in business, and today there is 
no city in the world which is making such 
rapid progress in the development of real 
metropolitanism. 
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BOARD OF TRADE COMMISSIONS. 

The Chicago Board of Trade is now con- 
siderably torn up over a question which in 
its day has been a most disturbing one in all 
industrial occupations. The board has a 
rule which states that no member engaged in 
buying or selling grain shall cliargéa less com- 
mission than one-fourth of a cent per bushel. 
It is now satisfactorily established that some 
of the members of the board have been doing 
business at a lower rate of commission, and 
of course the question arises, What is to be 
done about it? Is it an occasion which cails 
for a suspension or an expulsion of offending 
members? The country is familiar with the 
euphonious but descriptive terms applied in 
ceftain trades to those members who work 
for less than the union“ rates. What term 
is to be applied in reproach to the men of the 
Board of Trade who take less than the board 
rates? Besides the punishment of expul- 
sion resorted to by trades-unions in cases of 
men working for less than union rates there 
is a social stigma cast upon them in the way 
of publishing to the world the names of those 
who are willing to accept less than the stand- 
ard compensation for their services. How 
would it do fot union commission-men to 
send to their customers the names of those 
persons who perform commission business 
at less than the rate of one-fourth of a 
cent? How would that work ? 

Tre Tuner has discussed this question 
practically many times, though not with ref- 
erence to the feeson the Board of Trade. 
The doctrine we have always contended for 
is that every man is the exclusive judge of 
the value of his own labor, and has the ex- 
elusive right to demand such compensation 
as he thinks proper, leaving his employer an 
equal right to determine whether he will pay 
that rate of compensation or not, and the 
right to employ labor at the cheapest rate at 
which he can obtain it. Free labor includes 
ot necessity the ‘undoubted right of every 
man to ask whatever wages he may think 

proper, mmm he ean 
obtain. * 

The rate of commission for selling grain 
is a charge for services performed. If aman 
can earn more money by collecting a quarter

pay it; if howe 
| he can increase his business by reducing the 

rate of his commissions and sell 1,000,000 
bushels of grain at one-eighth of a cent 
when he could sell only 100,000 bushels 
at one-quarter of a cent, we know no 
reason why he should refuse the greater and 
more profitable trade to accept the smaller 
and less profitable. 

Itis possible that the number of persons 
offering to do commission business in grain 
has increased beyond the demand, and that 
those employing such merchants find that 
they can have their business done at lower 
rates and are availing themselves of the law 
— supply and demand, and are now paying

any legal or moral right to compel merchants 
to demand commissions at a higher rate 
than customers a @ willing to pay; nor do we 
understand how the customers can be com- 
pelled to pay higher commissions than are 
asked by the merchants seeking their busi- 
ness, If the rates of commission are too 
high it is useless to attempt to enforce them 
by any law, just as it is absurd to try to com- 
pel the payment of certain rates of wages 
when there are men willing and anxious to 
work at lower rates, The law of supply and 
demand operates in this case just as mexora- 
bly.as it does in any other ease of the rate of 
wages,

SUMMARY BANKRUPTCY. 


providing a general law of bankruptcy was 
pending, Senator Morgan proposed and the 
Senate adopted a section declaring that the 
fact that a person is engaged in dealing in 
futures in stocks, provisions, or grain, or in 
corners, shall of itself be sufficient ground 
far filing a petition in bankruptcy against 
such person. Of course if the allegation be 
sustained, the person must be adjudged 4 
bankrupt. 

This amendment was adopted by a large 
majority, but. it is not probable that the 
Senate was serious in such legislation. 
Bankruptcy is a fact, and not a theory; un- 
less a man be in fact a bankrupt, he cannot 
be declared one. Because, being solvent, he 
engages ina hazardous business, or in one 
in which he may lose his property and be- 
come bankrupt, he cannot be declared bank- 
rupt until he becomes so in fact. Aman can 
be declared insane when he has actually be- 
come so, but not upon the meré suggestion 
that he is engaged in a business which at 
some future time may result in his becoming 
insane. Because persons dealing in futures 
in stocks or grain have sometimes become 
bankrupt that furnishes no reason for sup- 
posing or assuming that every person en- 
gaging in that business is a bankrupt. 

The action of the Senate may be intended 
as an expression of Senatorial opinion that 
the business of shorts“ and “longs” is a 
dishonest and immoral one, and to be con- 
demned as leading to bankruptey; but even 
on that ground a man engaging in that kind 
of dealings cannot be declared a bankrupt 
until he has become one. A man cannot be 
declared a suicide until he is dead. A man 
who is able to pay his debts on demand can- 
not be declared a bankrupt. With such a 
law as this in force there would be no lack 
of business for the bankrupt courts,

. THE LANGTRY-LABOUCHERE AFFAIR. 

The public has now been pretty thoroughly 
deluged with the details of the Langtry-La- 
bouchére quarrel, the antecedents and en- 
vironments of the men who are running after 
the actress, and the past life of the bosom 
friend. Salacious ‘Suggestions have been 
thrown out in all directions. Old scandals 
have been revived afid new ones developed or 
invented. Princes and Baronets on one side 
of the water and horsée-jockeys and stock-brok- 
ers on the other figure as intimates, and the 
public is daily treated to the particulars of 
their daily life, as if their life were of any 
consequence, and to hints and innuendoes as 
to their conduct, which, if true, are substan- 
tially of the same class as subject less wealthy 
and sportive people to the contempt of the 
community, if not to the petialties of the 
law, thus going to show that wealthy swells 
and professional beauties may do with im- 
punity what plain or ordinary people may 
not do without raising a hue and ery in their 
neighberhood and indignant protests from 
the community. It is an old saying that there 
is no sex in virtue, but certainly there are 
distinctions sufficiently sharp to applaud im- 
proprieties in one class which are con- 
demned in another. 

All this gossip apropos of Mrs. Langtry 
and Mrs. Labouchére and the retinue of 
male devotees who follow in the wake of the 
former, seeking with unsexed. assurance to 
usurp the place of the latter, is unquestiona- 
bly pleasant reading for fast men and idle 
women, but what has it to do with Mrs. 
Langtry’s relations to the public? She came 
to this country much vaunted as an actress. 
She was carefully and systematically adver- 
tised beforehand as an artist of more than 
Ordinary merit, and the public was led to 
expect that it would be treated to a dramatic 
exhibition richly worth the extraordinary 
prices charged for seeing it. Upon her dra- 
matic ability, therefore, she should stand or 
fail, as other actresses have to do. If 
she be a mediocre actress people should 
refuse to pay the prices. If she be 
a humbug, they should decline to go. 
To crowd the theatre for other rea- 
sons than dramatic ones to see a woman 
whois a failure as an actress is flagrantly 
unjust to meritorious and hardworking 
actresses who have fought their way up 
through constant discouragement. The 
public owes it to the American dramatic 
profession to be discriminative in its judg- 
ments and to administer a sharp rebuke to 
speculating managers and scheming actress- 
es from abroad, so that it may be well under- 
stood that the American public will not ac- 
cept cast-off and second-hand dramatic rub- 
bish. 

If Mrs. Langtry allows herself to be adver- 
tised as a great actress she must make good 
the claim, and if she cannot satisfy it ought 
not to complain if she is set down as a hum 
bua.

We have had for- 
eign actresses here in days gone by—Rachel 
and Ristori among them—but they did not 
come before the public in any such guise as 
Mrs. Langtry or with any such miserable 
pretexts. They presented themselves as art- 
ists, and were judged by their art, not by per- 
sonal appearance or disgusting gossip. 


THE AMERICAN CITY. 

The American city is the despair of the 
American political economists. It grows 
relatively faster in population than the rural 
districts, and it would be the extreme of opti- 
mism to declare that it grows better. Itdoes 
not matter that the city is the centre of learn- 
ing, the nursery of all the active intelligences 
which are achieving fresh triumphs daily in 
every department of science, literature, and 
art. It is also the centre of vice and the 
nursery of every variety of crime. 

The difficuity—nay, the despair—of the sit- 
uation is not relieved or mitigated by the 
undisputed fact that the ancient city was 
much worse morally and politically than the 
modern city, and hence that as between 
Rome and Chicago there is an immense 
moral and political advantage in favor of the 
latter, if Chicago is retrograding morally 
and politically, what is to prevent it from 
sinking to the moral and political status 
of Rome under the infamous Emperors of 
the period of its decadence? If the modern 
American city is rapidly degenerating, both 
as amoral force and a political institution, 
what is to arrest its downward progress? 
What influence is to intervene to reverse the 
order and nature of its development? 

Rome, in the very agonies of political dis- 
solution, possessed all the arts of the world 
in perfection, a splendid literature, and a 
school of philosophy whose moral ethics was 
more sublime, if less human, than that of 
the new system which was struggling 
to replace the old. That the in- 
conceivably atrocious gladiatorial games 
should have developed into such huge 
proportions in conjunction with the sublime 
moral teachings of Seneca, Plutarch, Marcus 
Aurelius, and a score of others is the de- 
spair of students of Roman history. While 
they taught Emperors and people alike 
feasted their eyes on bloody orgies of men 
and beasts—on scenes of the miost horrible 
barbarity. Caligula took Special’ delight in 
watching the countenances of the dying, 
„for he had learnt to take an artistic pleas- 


ure in observing the variations of their ago- 


uy.” Criminals dressed in the skins of wild 
beasts were thrown to bulls Which were 
maddened with red-hof trons, Four 
hundred bears were killed in a single 
day under Caligula; 300 on another 
day under Claudius, Under Nero, 400 
tigers fought with bulls and elephants; 400 
bears and 300 lions were slaughtered by his 
soldiers. In a single day at the dedication of 
the Colosseum by Titus, 5,000 animals per- 
ished. Under Trajan the games continued 
for 128 successive days. Lions, tigers, rhi- 
noceroses, hippopotami, giraffes, bulis, stags, 
even crocodiles and serpents, were employed 
to give novelty to the spectacle.”’ 

And yet the civilization that produced 
these games gave to tile world forever the 
moral precepts of the stoics and philoso- 
phers. Cicero had maintained the doctrine of 
the universal brotherhood of man. Nature 
ordains,”’ he says, that a man should wish 
the good of every man, whoever he may be, 
for this very reason: that he is a man.“ Me- 
nander maintained that man should deem 
nothing human foreign to his interest.” 


Lucan looked forward to the time when 


„the human race will cast aside its weapons 
and all nations learn to love.“ In a letter on 
the death of his slaves Pliny exhibited feel- 
ings of strong human affection, and Plutarch 
in a letter of consolation to his wife on the 
death of his daughter left a touching record 
of the tenderness of his heart in the recital 
of a simple trait of the child: She desired 
her nurse to press even her dolls to the 
breast. She was so loving that she wished 
everything that gave her pleasure to share in 
the best that she had.“ Says Seneca: “The 
whole universe which you see around you, 
comprising all things both divine and human, 
is one. We are members of one great body.“ 
And Epictetus: * You are a citizen and a 
part of the world. The duty of a citizen is 
in nothing to consider his own interest dis- 
tinct from that of others.“ 

The contrast presented by these noble 
moral sentiments to the actual life of the 
Roman people is truly startling. Itis plain 
that the profession of lofty moral sentiments 
by a class, the possession of high literary at- 
tainments, and an extensive acquaintance 
with the arts do not always afford protection 
against national degradation and decay. Nor 
is it by any means certain that the Christian 
religion is destined to effect more in this re- 
gurd than the Pagan code of morals. Rome 
embraced religion, but its conversion was 
powerless to avert political and commercial 
destruction. 

The modern American city has for guides 
the example ofall the ancient civilizations 
and political and moral systems, and in addi- 
tion it has in its most vital form the Chris- 
tian system of morals and faith. But not- 
withstanding all these helps it is politically 
corrupt and morally depraved. Its streets 
are the scenes of vice scarcely less revolfing 
than those of ancient Rome. It harbors an 
army of criminals which grows with its 
growth, and is without any systematized et- 


fort either to reform or abolish it. Indeed. 
this army of crimina!s is constantly rein- 


forced in an increasing ratio to the 
whole population from -the ranks of 
the rising generahon which is te 
a degree enforced to ignorance by the in- 
adequacy of educational facilities. Its power 
to accumulate wealth is increasing, but this 
power is confined to relatively fewer hands, 
and this is one of the most alarming features 
of the situation. For the increase of igno- 
ranee, viee, and crime is sure to keep pace 
with the abnormal growth of estates, stimu- 
lated to the highest degree by dishonest 
business pradifces au gigantic schemes of 
speculation.

He Does Not Wish the Presidential 
Office for Another Term.

Wastinetron, D. C., Dee. 7.—President 
Arthur is back, and makes the seat of Gov- 
erument at the Soldiers’ Home, occupying 
there the cottage in which Abraham Lin- 
coln lived during the summers of the r. 
Over the long, dirty road leading to it he 
orten used to walk unattended. Secretary 
Stanton at last became so alarmed at this 
that ne directed a mounted orderly to follow 
the President, whether or not the latter gon- 
sented to it. I asked a gentleman who oc-

THE POPULAR ESTIMATE OF PRESIDENT AR- 
THUR. 

“Gen. Arthur, unfortunately for himself, 
has secured the reputation Minong the people 
of anease and pleasure loving man. The 
people hear and read of entertainments of 
great brilliancy which are projected, of the 
manners of society at the White House, of a 
stud of horsqs, ot a four-in-hand, and of 
French cooks. These are not the kind of 
things the common people like to hear about 
in their President. They have not, in our 
generation, been accustomed to a city-man in 
that office. The men who have succeeded ih 
getting there have come from the people’s 
ranks. They have been men whose clothes 
have never fitted too well, and who have

spent wore time behind the plow than in the 


drawing-room, The ‘city manners,’ if they 
had them, they took after they had 
gained the’ -Presidency, or had left 
it They were men from the farm 
and from the battle-field. They did not pos- 
sess, and perhaps they scorned, many of the 
arts and graces of Society. ‘They were near 
the people in their thénghts. They did not 
wear kid-gloves and they had never driven a 
four-in-band, except perhaps before a stage, 
a reaping-maching or an artillery-waftm; 
but they could’ fell a tree and turn a furrow. 
They were men of brawn and gristle. They 
did not turn the night into a working-day. 
They did not choose their private chums 
from among any of their two-bottle’ com- 
panions, if they had any. They were sim- 
ply plain, earnest men of the people early at 
their desks and early in their béds—accessi- 
ble, blunt, open-hearted. They would 
have been taken in a crowd 
for leaders, They would never have 
been mistaken for yops. Now, I fear that 
Gen. Arthur is too easy-going, too fond of 
pleasure, too much attracted by society; and 
that, without the fashions and customs of 
the polite world, it would be to him as if 
‘renown and grace are dead.’ It is for these 


_reasous that I believe that he is véry much 


further from the hearts of the people than 
he would like to be. He has pleasing ways— 
he tells the truth—he has a commanding 
presence; but his name has not yet touched 
the cords of human sympathy in the multi- 
tude of American homes as Lincoln’s did— 
as James A. Garfield’s did to some extent, 
and, had he lived, would have done much 
more. It is possible for Gen. Arthur yet, 
perhaps, to strike the keynote of American 
sympathy; but 1 fear he will not do it.” 
ANOTHER VIEW. 


I asked another man, an Eastern journal- 
ist whose relations to the President have 
been quite intimate, if he thought that Gen. 
Arthur was planning to have his name come 
— the next National Convention. He 
said:

“The Sweet By and By,” and after that 
“Nothing but the Blood of Jesus.“ Some 
of the boys have translated a dozen of our 
songs into Chinese, and some play the organ 
very nicely: This organ you see gn the plat- 
form they bought and gave to us some time 
ago. You get acquainted with them and rou 
will find that they are notg@iggardly. They 
have nimble intellects, and those with whoin 
lhave become acquainted were not long in 
convincing us that they “carry a thought be- 
hind the eye.” 1 was talking with 
one the other Sunday. Fand telling him 
that money was not the only thing to strive 
for in this world. L-said money is a nice 
thing to have,’ and quick as an electric 
shock che boy interrupted me with: How 
much nuff: I not know.’ All the Chinese 1 
have met have been truthful, and much more 
willing to help each other than Agnericans 
are. he boys lend each other money, and 
on their New-Year’s Day, which comes. in 
February, they pay their debts. I under- 
stand there has beep but one defaulter 
ainong all the Chinese who have visited Chi- 
cago, and when he discovered he could not 
meet his obligations he committed suicide.’’ 

„How many Chinese women are there in 
Chicago ”” 

“Only two. THe Trisypne of last Sun- 
day spoke ot one, wife of Moi Len For. She 
is, as you stated, the mother of the first Chi- 
nese child born in Chicago. She is a bright 
lettle woman, is a member of the Christian 
faith, and we have taken a deep interest in 
her welfare. The other Chinese woman is 
the wife of the artist, Dong Tong, who has a 
studio on West Madison street. LHe 
done some work for Mayor Harrison, and 
has given good satisfaction, He has also 
painted a fine portrait of Miss Buechel’s 
mother. Dong Tong’s wife is named Oh 
Gee. She is of high Chinese caste. I un- 
derstand she is the only Manchu Tartar wom- 
an in America.”’ 

‘* Don’t you discover that the Chinese here 

have vices ?”’ 
„ Tes, I do. Too many ofthem are given 
to opium and gambling, but the pupils under 
our charge here are soon taught better. We 
have effected some radical reforms in that 
particular. Their vices are, as a rule, great- 
ly exaggerated. Ali this talk about the six 
companies in San Francisco owning the men 
isabsurdand without foundation in fact. 
The companies are formed tor benevolence 
and protection. They loan Chinese immi- 
grants money when they arrive, and expect 
the loans will be returned, ‘The assertion 
that coolies were flocking to this country 
is also untrue. There is not a coplie in Chi- 
cago.”’ 

*Wh# is the total Chinese population of 
the city ?” 

“Over 500, but it is decreasing.”’

Three Protestant Monks. 

The Order of the Holy Cross has recently 
been founded in New York by three young 
men ordained priests in the Protestant Epis- 
copal Church. For fourteen months past 
they have inhabited a cheerless abode on 
Avenue D. in the poorest and most squalid 
part of the metropolis. The three young 
men who have associated themselves in this 
spiritual enterprise are the Rev. Father 
Dodd, who has been for some time employed 
in city mission work, the Rev. James G. Cam- 
eron, andthe Rev. James O. S. Huntington. 
The last two were formerly employed in 
Syracuse under direction of Bishop Hunting- 
ton. The small parior of their little resi- 
dence is almost lined with books—the works 
of the fathers of the church, books of ref- 
erence, and the like. Back of this room, the 
furniture of which consists of four 
cheup chairs, two cheap tables, 
and a floor cover of oilcloth, 
is a diminutive chapel, upon the altar of 
which a tall, gilded cross shines out against 
a background of scantily-draped maroon 
cloth. On this floor, even in the coldest of 
weather, there is no fire nor any provision 
for fire. In the basement is an almost use- 
less kitchen. On the second floor are bare, 
couitortless dormitories. 

One of the priests, clad in a long black 


robe, with a triple cord about the waist, said 


to a reporter: 

„Our spiritual adviser is the Rev. Dr. 
Houghton, of the Church of the Transfigura- 
tion, and we have the approval of the Bish- 
ops of the church generall}.. The Mission of 
the Holy Cross, at the corner of Avenue C 
and Seventh street, where we have a Sun- 
day-school wi or 700 children, is under 
our charge, we carry our ministrations 
wherever we can among the poor people of 
this quarter of Se SOT. We are now striv- 
ing to obtain means to build a chureh for this 
mission, and have some hope of success. 
But the greater part of our work is 
among the tenement houses, where pover- 
ty, dirt, and disease are everywhere. It 
is a German quarter. The poorest of the im- 
migrants pouring by thousands into the city 
from Germany gather hege; and you cannot 
persuade them to leave the city. They are 
used to * life, and would rather starve in a 
city than live weill on a farm. There are 
churches for the English-speaking people, 
and good work forthe poor is done among 
them, but little, reely anything in propor- 
tion to their nu rs, has been done for the 
Germans. Many of these who have lived 
here five and twenty years can pow speak 
but a few words of English. 
need it here any more than in a German city. 
The work among them must be done in Ger- 


man. .

accustomed to tenement houses. In every 
block there are rum shops of the lowest 
kind, and gambling houses, and lotteries, 
and dens of vice, under the name of clubs, 
that defy the police and inerease the drunk- 
enness aud immorality. 

Ihe Germans, as a people, are thrifty, 
moral, law-abiai ‘They cofhe here hoping 
to find or make a home, and are plunged into 
this dreadful lite. If there is some one near 
at hand to speak a word of encouragement 
and advice, or give timely help, they will 
struggle on, ithout it they are too likely 
to fall into bad ways and drift with the tide; 
and yet the worst of them, when they are in 
trouble, when sorrow softens them and sick- 
ness forces them to stop and think, will listen 
to one who speaks to them of a different life 
of a chance to do better. It needs a har 
stretched out from amid them to raise them 
up and keep them for some time to stand and 
watch for the chance to speak, which comes, 
it may be, but once in a lifetime. We are 
here to stretch out that hand and speak that 
word. That is all our purpose,

I also have listened to him 
and laughed heartily over his drolleries, as 
every one must who hears him: vet 1 was 
not convinced. And I am sure that many— 
perhaps a majority—of those who go there 
and laugh cannot laugh awaf the conviction 
that-there is after all something to be saved 
from; nor do his drolleries entirely satisfy 
the deep cravings of every heart and soul got 
utterly abandoned to vice to be saved. 
Many, 1 am sure. go away feeling 
that they have been fed on the east wind, 
and “arg still empty and hungry. Yet the 
feeling is well-nigh universal, that some- 
thing is wrong with the generally-received 
@vinion on the subject of his lecture. Mul- 
titudes now only laugh at thé threat of end- 
less wiisery which is stHl occasionally 
lanched from the pulpit. And such are ask- 
ing with more or less earnestness, If ther 
is no Hell, what is there th be saved from®

priestcraft, as Bob says.“ 

-Now, to a reai honest inquirer who is be- 
wildered by the present state of opinion 
1 do want to say a few a words— 
not so much to untie all the knots 
which puzzle him as to give direction 
to his thought, and leave him to pursue his 
investigations in his oon way.

How can the young men 
and maidens, the citizens of this land, of the 
world, be saved from being overwhelmed 
and carried away by this black and fetid 
stream of vice? If there is no Hell and no 
Heaven, no God and no Christ, no futurelife 
at all, but only the blackness of darkness 
forever, would it not still be too serious a 
question to laugh at—“ What must I do 
to be saved?” If “deatn is an eternal 
sleep,” is not vice still vice? And 
is not virtue preferable to vice? Weuld not 
you be better off if you did not drink, or 
chew, or lie, of Swear, or cheat, or wrong 
your fellows? Would not men live longer 


‘and happier if the world was saved from sin ? 


Now, are you ablé to tell me how it can be 
done? Is Ingersoll able’ is the whole 
school of infidel philosophers, from the fel- 
lows that filled the world with violence and 
blood and laughed at the threatening of a 
flood down to yourself, who are beginning 
now to doubt for the first time—are the 
whole of them equal to the task? Can you 
tell me how one man can be saved? What

Now isn’t that the kind of reasoning you 
indulge in? Andis not such the ground of 
your hope and the real reason why you do 
not come to Christ ? 

We will admit that it is specious and looks 
fair in the face, but don’t let us be too sure 
that itis altogether sound. Come now, let 
us reason together and see if you can safely 
trust such conclusions. Now, wliat is the 
basis of your reasoning and your hope? 

First you take itfor granted that your sins 
are mere peccadillos—- wild oats—trifles trom 
which you can turn at will. But don’t expe- 
rience prove the contrary? Isn't it a fact 
that the farther you go on a wrong road the 
longer it will take and the harder it will be 
to get back? And what it there should be a 
limit to time and strength and disposition to 
return? Have you ever tried to quit swear- 
ing, or even smoking? Nowtospeak of other 
vices which when once they get a hold on 
you hold you under like a devil-fish witha 
thonsand horrid arms? Have youever meas- 
ured strength with a bad habit of any sort? 
Don’t you know that a human being is like a 
tree? It starts froma seed, grows to maturi- 
ty, remains for a time in a fixed state, 
performing its natural functions, undergo- 
ing meanwhile little change, then dies. 
“Just as the.twig is bent the tree is in- 
clined.” Lou have bent the sapling, every 
year it is more difiicult to do, and at last it 
breaks rather than bends. Isn't it true that 
thousands all about us want to change, but 
ean’t doit? Do you know of any Judges, 
lawyers, preachers, doctors, and good and 
honorable men otherwise. who would sever 
their good right arins to get rid of the demon 
of alcohol? But it is too late. They have 
lost their will-power. It is an interesting 
question to them, What must I do to be 
saved?“ But don’t you know that men 
come to luve their chains, how galling so- 
ever they may at one time have been? 

Vice is a monster of such frightful mein, 

That to be hated needs but to be seen; 

Yet seen too oft, familiar with her fice, 

We first endure, then pity—then embrace. 

Can you, can you tell me what will save 
men from the love of sin? 

There is such a thing having become 
full-grown, mature, in, vieg and then? Can 
you bend this giant oak? Depend upon it, a 
change of worlds won’t bring about a chance 
of moral character, That grows little by lit- 
tle, either from good to better, or from bad 
to worse. If you find it hard to give up a 
bad habit while you stiil have the desire to 
do so, who shall change you against your 
wil? If it is only by slow and painful labor 
you unravel the tangied web of an evil life 
to reknit it as a garment of rigliteousness Be- 
fore you are fixed in the love of evil, what 
hope have you that any change is possible 
when once you are in love with it ?. 
Yu certainly know that no moral change is 

ssible without the consent of the will. 
Jo you know of any way of changing the 
will against the will ? But leaving this point 
now, 1 want to say that the second ground of 
your hope is that you will have all eternity 
to change in. Bob says that he don’t want 
to believe in a God who won't give a fellow 
achance to reform. By he means an 
everlasting chance. It is all right to give a 
calf time and chance to grow into a cow, but 
if when the thing gets its growth it’s an ox, 
would it be sensible to wait to ali eternity 
for it to change? But aside from this prin- 
cipje of growth, L want to inquire serlously 
ho do you know you have an eternity be- 
fore you? 

1 deny it positively, and challenge the 
proof. if you live a sinner and die a sinner, 
and yet fre on forever, the chances are that 
you will be an immortal sinner; and then, 
indeed, Almighty love and wisdom has a

A Common-Sense View.

able to put all the power of its antagonists to 
its severest test. Don’t forget that all the 
belief the world has in a sacred Sabbath has 
come, not alone From the Bible, but in much 
larger measure from theological interpreta- 
tion of the Bibie. This interpretation and 
consequent teaching is deeply rooted in the 
common religious mind, as well asin the 
minds of thousands who are but nominally 
Christian. It has grown with their growth 
and strengthened with their strength since 


intanecy, and is therefore not easily plucked 
up and cast away as worthless. 

Let me say another thing—viz.: that, al- 
though you have made a vigorous attack 
against Sunday as a divine day, even admit- 
ting that you have succeeded, you have only 
taken one of the outer defanses, and are not 
at all certain of being able towarry the assault 
any farther. “ Let not him that putteth his 
— on boast himself as he that taketh 
it off. 

You are probably as well aware as I am, if 
not better, that — does not put all its 
eggs into one basket. It has many modes of 
defense and many lines of argument which 
your wumerous citations from the early 
} fathers and great divines do not reach that 

must be met and overcome before you and 
those who agree with you can inscribe vic- 
tory vn their banners. Permit me to point, 
outa few of the arguments in favor of the 
Sabbath to be met and refuted if they can be. 

it is the prevailing orthodox belief. that the 
Sabbath (Saturday), instead of having its be- 
ginning at the time of the giving of the law 
to lsrael, originated and was promulgated at 
Creation: that it was given to Adam, 
and therefore to all his decendants, 
and was consequently a universal law, 
binding on all mankind—and not, as we 
have been in the silly habit of supposing, 
given only to the Jews. ‘Theologians wil 
assert this strongly, and as presumptive evi- 
dence of its truth will assert that many of 
the ancients, both at and before the time ot 
Moses, had a division of time into weeks. In 
contirmation of this, Gen., 29th chapter, 
and 28th verses, will be quoted; and 
why, it will be asked, divide time into weeks 
if there was no Sabbath? What conceivable 
motive but Sabbath observance could induce 
such a division ? 

It will consequently be asserted that the 
Sabbath enactments given to the Jews were 
not a new law in substance, but an old pict- 
ure set in a new frame, not losing any of its 
general features, while accomplishing spe- 
cial ends in respect to the Jews. Again, the 
Sabbath for seventh day] precept or com- 
mand will be pointed to as a part of the Dec- 
alog, acode whichis now and has been al- 
ways accepted as moral in se; but it the law 
of Sabbath observance is moral in se it must 
always have been so, and by the same logic 
must always remainso. |Then why don’t 
Christians, like the Jews, keep it instead of 
a different day?} You will be asked, Which 
of the other nine comm ments would you 
drop from the list? It you answer con- 
sistently you must reply, Not one. Then 
why dropor treat as inferior the fourth? 
[The fourth refers to Saturday, and 
not to Sunday.] It will not do to say 
it is done*in condescension to continental 
sentiment, which has found its way to this 
fein of the Atlantic through German emigra- 


ion, literature, and philosophy. That would 
not be a satisfactory reason for the neglect 
or abrogation of an essentially moral pre- 
cept. 

Still another question will present itself or 
be presented. In view of the moral quality 
of the precept, how is it conceivable that 
Christ should aid, or abet, or openly or se- 
cretly seek to set it aside? He said: One 
= or tittle shall in no wise pass from the 
aw till all be fulfilled.’”’ He certainly did 
not include in the term law the Decalog, for 
its precepts, being essentially moral, can 
never grow old and useless and be laid aside 
like a ceremonial usage that has fulfilled the 
purpose of its being. Essential morality is 
eternal, and can never be fulfilled, can never 
pass away. One cannot conceive the pre- 
cepts against idolatry, perjury, theft, mur- 
der, adultery, and covetousness as ever be- 
ing fulfilled, as ever growing old and worth- 
less and passing out of recognition and use, 
while mankind remain what they are. 

But the lines of argument I have indicated 
are not all. You will find that the array of 
distinguished names you have produced in 

avor or your view of the case this side of 
the Apostles, Calvin, Luther, and the others, 
will be cagt aside as of little value. The 
Sabbatari@™is [Sabbath is Saturday | will at- 
tach little significance to the opinions of 
men unless they happen to coincide with 
eir views. You will find still further that 
they will put the New ‘Testament quotations 
which you’have introduced in your article 
respecting Sabbaths and holy daysinto the 
crucible of theological exegesis and evolve a 
result so unlike your common-sense interpre- 
tation that you will be amazed at the skill 
that could produce such a transformation. 

In conclusion, let me remark that with the 
Sabbatarians it is now or never. The Pu- 
ritan Sabbath has for a long time been slip- 
ping out of their grasp, and becoming a thing 
of the past. Spasmodic efforts have been 
made hereand there to keep it alive and re- 
store it to public favor, but now a combined 
and desperate effort will be madeto stem 
the current of liberalism and continental 
desecration. Lam glad the crisis has come 
or must very soon come. They have long 
enough been skirmishing and carrying on a 
sort of intermittent war over the Sabbath. 
Let us come to a definit conclusion. Let the

The Sab- 
bath [seventh day] was not made to com- 
memorate the yesurrection of Christ, but as a 
memorial of God’s work of creation. It is 
evident from the Scriptures that it was ob- 
sérved long before there were any Jews or 
the Decalog was given from Sinai, : 
Again, the fourth commandment enjoin- 
ing the Sabbath long before instituted, 
designating the day, and Kivi the 
reason for its observance, God wrote Himself 
in the Ten Commandments, The Decalog 
is God's law, not Mosaic or Nehemiahistic, 
It is the moral law, tue Immutable law of 
God. The Sabbatic law is found in the first 
table of that law, based on man’s relations to 
God. When and where were those relations 
done away, or the moral law abrogated? The 
Decalog comprises the elementary princi- 
ples of all moral law. Every moral duty is 
deducible from one or other of the Ten Com- 
mandments. It seems to me we must logic- 
ally conclude that not till man as a moral 
being and God’s moral government cease to 
be can the moral law and moral obliganon 


cease. 
All the ceremonial, detailed, or statute 
laws which clustered around the Decalog

When the young man came to Christ and 
asked What good thing shall I do that Imay 
inherit eternal life,“ he was told to keep the 
commandments, By these were meant the 
precepts of the Decalog, for Christ quotes 
some of them, Hence He recognized the 
Decabog as still in force. Paul refers particu- 
larly to the Decalogas the law which con- 
vinced him of sin. [Rom. vil., 7.| Which 
further on in the chapter he declares to be 
spiritual and holy, and just and good.“ 
Paul also says, in Rom. ii., 31: “So we then 
make void the law through faith. God for- 
bid, yea, we establish the law.“ Nowif the 
Decalog as a whole is a summary of the 
moral law and is often designated in the 
Scriptures as“ the law,“ we must conclude 
that when the Savior says: One jot or one 
tittle shall in no wise pass from the law,”’ 
etc., the Sabbath (or last day of the week 
Satuaday) is referred to as much as any 
other precept of it; or when Paul says, the 
law is spiritual,” etc., he means the Sabbath 
(Saturday) law is spiritual as well as the 
other precepts, and that the law is not made 
void through faith, but established ; he means 
that the (Saturday) Sabbath is not made 
void by the Gospel, but rather is established 
by the Gospel. | 

From these consMerations we cannot ac~ 
cept your position that the (Saturday) Sab- 
bath of the Bible ewish, and was done 
away with the Jewisn theocracy. 

2. You assert that there is no Sabbath en- 
oined in the New Testament, and no Sab- 

ath was observed by pro ing Christians 
to the middle of the second century. While 
there is no direct command given in 
the New Testument to keep the Sabbath 
[either Saturday or Sunday] we hold

We have already shown that Christ and Paul 
regarded the | Mosaic] law to be in force, and 
that men were under moral obligations to 
obey its commands. 

Christ observed the Sabbath [that is, Satur- 
day]. His custom was to go to places of 
public worship and preach the Gospei on the 
Sabbath. [See Mark i., 21; iii., 1; li., 6; i., 2. 
Luke, iv., 16; xxx., 31; XIII., 10.] What 
means Christ's severe rebuke to Phari- 
sees for their formal, dead, legalis 
ance of the Sabbath, teaching them 
lawful to be done on it? |Matt., xii., 13.) 

It can mean nothing else than that He re- 
garded the [Jews’} Sabbath as in force, and 
sanctioned it, and taught its true observance 

Again. the women of Galilee, disciples of 
Christ, after they viewed where IIis body was 
laid in the new sepulchre, kept the [Jews’] 
Sabbath according to the commandment. 
[Luke, xxiii., 55, 56.] 

Aguin, after the resurrection of Christ,“ In 
the end of the Sabbath (now late on the Sab- 
bath day—new version), as it began to.dawn 
toward the first day of the week [Sunday], 
came Mary Magdalene, ete.“ Matt., xxviil., 
1. Here the Jews’ Sabbath [which is Satur- 
day] is recognized as still in existence and in 
distinction from the first day of the week, and 
still observed. This was A. D. 33. Again, 
the Aposties honored and observed the Sab- 
bath [that is, Saturdaß.] But when they 
departed from Perza, they came to Antioch, 
in Pisidia, and went into the synagog on the 
Sabbath day Ser sat down.“ 
Acts, xiii., 14. And when the Jews were 
gone out of the synagog, the Gentiles be- 
sought that these words might be preached 
to them the next Sabbath [Saturday]. And 


the next Sabbath day [last day of the week 


came almost the whole city together to hear 
the Word of God.” — XIII., 42, 44. That 
is, to hear Paul and Barnabas preach. 

„Aud Paul, as mis manner was, went in 
unto them, and three Sabbath days reasoned 
with them and of the Scriptures.”’ Acs, 
xvii.,2.] „And he (Pau) reasoned in the 
synagogue every Sabbati Weeks and 
Left. ie) the Jews the Greeks.”’ [Acts, 
xviii., 14. 

These sages and others in Acts show 
that the Jews’ Sabbath [not Sunday] was ob- 
served in apostolic times by both Jewish and 
Gentile Christians and by the Apostles them- 
selves. This was between 33 63 A. D. 
Again, our Saviour’s*words to his disciples, 
But pray ye that your flight be nag in the 
winter, neither on the Sabbath-day {Sdtur- 
day].“ [Matt., xxiv., 20.] show that the Jews’ 
Sabbath would be observed by Christians at 
the destruchon of Jerusalem, and histor 
(Josephus) shows that it was so observed. 
This was A. D. 70. 

Neander says (Rose’s Neander, page 180]: 
The festival of Sunday, like all other fes- 
tivals, was always only a human ordinance, 
and it was far from the intention of the Apos- 
ties to establish a divine command in this 
respect far from them and from the early 
apostolic chureh to transfer the laws of the 
Sabbath to Sunday. Perhaps atthe end of 
the second century a false application of this 
kind had begun to take place, for men ap- 
pear by that time to have considered labor- 
ing on Sunday a sin.“ How can we other- 
wise conclude from this than that the Jews’ 
Sabbath [Saturday] was observed at the end 
of the second century, and thatan attempt 
was then made to change it to Sunday.

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How William H. Vanderbilt's Trot- 
ters Are Stabled and 
Guarded. 


An $18,000 Offer for Capt. Lewis— 
Notes Concerning the Trotters 
and Runners.

The Vanderbilt Stable and Its Occu- 
pants, ‘ 

A reporter recently visited Mr. W. H. 
Vanderbilt’s stables at Fifty-second street 
and Madison avenue, says the New York 
Tribune, and was shown through the build- 


— Entering from the office, the visitor 
nds himéelfin « spacious room. It was 
just after dark, and numerous gas-jets were 
burning around the walls, the light stream- 
ing through porcelain globes, each orna- 
mented with a broad Daud, in the centre of 
which is a horse’s head. Walls, floor, and 
ceiling are all polished wood, cherry, ash, 
and Diack-wainut being laid in strips and 
panels in a way that brought out the beau- 
ties of each to the best advantage. In one 
place a long mirror reflected the line of 
somdre and stately coaches opposit, and in 
another a case of nickel-plated bits on a back- 
ground of black velvet hung glittering on 
the wall. A set of Fox’s English hunting 
scenes and oil portraits of Maud S. and Ful- 
lerton in heavy gilt frames relieved the hare- 
ness of the ash walls. In the corner, on a 
platform of cement, astableman was wasb- 
ing alight wagon which had been whirled 
over the road that afternoow behind Aldine 
and Early Rose. The stable implements 
Which lay around him flashed in the gas- 
light with their heavy mountings of polished 
brass, and the pail ine which he dipped his 
sponge Was decorated with a big brass mono- 
gram. There Was no scent of the stable in 
the air. The noises of the horses in the stalls 
a few feet away could scarcely be heard 
through the thick walis and the heavy doors 
of black-walouteand plate-giass. Only the 
man at work on the wagon in the corner, and 
the long line of coaches against the wall. 
gave large, well-proportioned, and 
really elegant apartment any appearance 
of connection with a stable. ‘There 
is no loud noise, no confusion, and no dirt 
inthis big hall at any time. Even when 
some famous trotter comes into the stable, 
fresh from some new exploit on the road, or 

stout cgach horses come in chaimping 
their bits and rattling their harness heavy 
with silver, the wheels of the ligut wagon or 
heavy coach rollona broad strip of carpet 
stretched diagonally across the floor, and 
there isno din or tumult. 

Looking into the harness room, large cases, 
with fronts of plate-glass, extending on ali 
Sides, were seen. The walls of the room 
above the cases were of plate-glass, and the 
light from the courtyard streamed through 
in a Hood upon the shining black and gieam- 
ing silver of the harnesses. Here were all 
sorts of harnesses, from the plain affair, 
whose only ornament was the monogram of 
Mr. Vanderbilt, to those in which the leather 
was almost hidden by a profusion of heavy 
silver decorations. 

At the command of Mr. Phelps, the Super- 
intendent of the stable, two grooms rolled 
back two inimense sliding-doors, and a dim- 
ly-lighted apartment roofed by a dome of 
lass was entered. Up and down the centre, 
on the hard cementtioor, were arranged a 
row of vehicles; and around them extended 
a tan-bark track. This is called the walk- 
ing track.“ and here che horses are exer- 
cised. ‘The red pressed brick wails & this 
place were hung with pictures of huntin 
scenes and celebrated horses which, with 
their bits of color showing in the semi-ob- 
scurity, produced u pleasant and striking 
effect. 

‘The most interesting part ot the stable, 
however, was that devoted to the horses. 
Here the light from numerous gas-jets 
showed long lines of box-stalls of light and 

ished wood trimmed with black-walnut. 

yond was a line of open stalis where 
stood the powerful black carriage horses. 
Even here there was no unpleasant odor, 
nothing but the» smell of the clean straw 
with which the horses had been bedded 
down fur the night. Up and down the 
passageway between the stails moved about 
sturdy grooms carrying feed for the animals 
and giving the last finishing touch to the 
bedding. ‘The shadows cast by the stalls, 
the deep panels of the roof, and the dark 
forms/of thé coach horses produced a strik- 
mg combination of light and shade. The 
picture was relieved and supplied with color 
by the bright blue checked shirts of the 
grooms and the matting of plaited straw and 
red tape behind the stalls of the coach horses. 
and the effect was still further brightened by 
the glitter of polished brass, which adorned 
all the stable utensils and shone in the gas- 
light. Opening the door of a large box-stall 
at the end of the room the reporter entered 
it. The stall was lighted only by the light 
that came over the top, and was in a state of 
half-darkngss. In one corner, up to her fet- 
locks in straw, Sood Maud S., quietly eating 
her well-earned oats. Maud did not like the 
idea of being disturbed at her supper, but, 
like a well-bred creature of gentle blood, gave 
very little indication of her annoyance. he 
blanket covering her was removed, and her 
fleet-limbed symmetry was brought out to 
the fullest advantage by the background of 
light wood and straw, She submitted to be- 
th petted and caressed with the utmost un- 
concern when she saw that the intruder was 
Mr. Phelps, and paid strict attention to her 
supper. 

Looking into the other stalls the other 
racers were seen quietly crunching away at 
their suppers in the twilight. Bay Dick 
looked up inquiringly as Mr. Phelps and the 
reporter entered the stall. After regarding 
his visitors intently for a moment he gave a 
contemptuous sniff and returned to his feed. 
When Aldige’s stall was reached her blanket 
was removed and her good points comment- 
ed on. Aldine submitted gracefully—in 
fact, seemed rather to like and to be proud 
of the praise that was lavished upon her. 
Near the door leading into the court-yard 
was what appeared to be a box-stall, but 
which, upon the door being opened, was seen 
to bea bedroom. Here every night sleeps 
one of the hostlers, in order to be on hand if 
anything goes wrong with the horses. In 
the partition dividing the room from thé 
main apartment burned a bright light in- 
eased in glass. It was half in the sleeping- 
room and half outside, the light filtering into 
the sleeping-room through a green baize 
curtain drawn over the glass on that side. 
At night, when all the other lights are 
turned out, this one is kept burning. : 

Mr. Vanderbilt's stable was begun in 1879, 
and finished in October of the following year. 
It cost $60,000 without the land, which is 

‘orth as much more. The materials otf 
which it is constrneted are pressed brick and 
brown stone. It has a frontage of seventy- 
five feet on Fifty-second street, and 100 feet 
on Madison avenue., There are at present ih 
the stable Maud S., Aldine, Early Rose, Le- 
ander, Lysander, Small Hopgs, Dickens, and 
four coach horses. There are six carriages, 
eight light wagons, and two sulkies, Six 
men are employed as grooms and hostlers.

the intention of purchasing him, but when 
the owners of Capt. Lewis placed the price 
of the horse at $20,000 they conciuded not to 
make the trade, although expressing a will- 
ingness to give $18,000. Capt. Lewis is a 
member of the Clay famiéy of trotters, and 
has a record of 2:20. } 

B. G.. Bruce sums up the case for the ‘year- 
ling thoroughbreds sold in the United States 
in 1882. Ile says that in the course of the 
year in question there were 212 disposed of; 
“100 of these were colts, and 112 fillies, 
which brought $153,915, an average per head 
of $631.20. Of the 212 yearlings sold, 120 were 
bred in Kentucky, thirty-nine in Tennessee, 
thirty-three in New York, fourteen in New 
Jersey, and six in Pennsylvania. The high- 
est price paid for a yearling was 84.500 —t his 
was for the colt Emperor, by Enquirer, and 
from Vesperlight, bought by Mr. P. Loril- 
lard, and he has been shipped to England.

Practical Objoctions to the Doctrine 
of Natural Immortality. 


The second sermon of the series on the doc- 
trine of a future life was delivered at the 
First Christian Church, corner of Oakley 
avenue and Jackson street, by the pastor, the 
Rev. J. Fletcher Wilcox. As this sermon 
was largely the cause of the suspension of 
Mr. Wilcox from the ministry it will now be 


of general interest. 

He selected as his text: And upon her 
forehead was a name written Mystery: Bab- 
ylon the Great, the mother of harlots and 
abominations of the earth.”—Rev., xvii, 5. 


Mr. Wilcox spoke as follows: 

“In my introductory sermon last Sunday 
evening I stated that I regard the doctrine of 
the immortality of the soul as the prolific 
mother of nearly all the errors which afflict 
mankind and the great enemy of the Gospel 
of our Lord Jesus Christ. This has raised 
such a storm of adverse criticism, not to say 
indignation, from its advocates, that I feel 
bound bef@re examining into the proofs of 
conditional immortality to make good my 
statement.. I shall therefore proceed this 
evening to make out my bill ot indictment 
against this opinion and putit to shame be- 


fore all mankind. . 

„My first count in this bill is that the doc- 
trine has a vile origin. It sprang from the 
Father of Lies himself. It was his master- 
piece, his trump card, which he played at 
the very beginning of the game. For, be- 
fore Adam and Eve had acguired by ex- 
perience any knowledge of his tricks, he 
threw down this card upon which was writ- 
ten the infamous lie which hasbeen the 
ruin of mankind, Le shail not surely 
die.“ Let no one imagine that I say this for 
effect. Iregard my theme as too serious to 
be guilty of making any statement merely 
ad captandum vulgus. Let any one deny, if 
he dare venture to do 80, that this is the first 
record of the doctrine that man js not sub- 
eck tu death. And, pray, What is immortal- 
ty? Take your lexicous of any and all 
languages, and trace out every shade of 
meaning to be attached to it, and you will 
fail to find any other than that efdeathies- 
ness—exemption from death. Theologians 
may split hairs and quibble over the mean- 
ing of the word death,“ but it is vain; the 
fact stands that it is the opposit of life, and 
as long as they admit that Adam received 
life at the hands of his Maker, the conclusion 
is irresistible that when God threateved death 
Ile desix ned to rob man of all He had be- 
stowed upon him in giving bim life. Ifin 
giving life He bestowed existence the death 
threatened robbed him of that existence. But 
Satan, placing himself in direct antagonism 
to the declaration of God, taught silly man 
that, having once received life at the hands 
of his Maker, he should never be dispos- 
sessed of it; or, in other words, that he was 

ssessed ot natural orinherent immortality. 
Here. then, without further arguinent we 
submit that, if the Bible account of the fall 
of man is.true, the Devil is the author of the 
doctrine in question. I shall not now ex- 
plain the apparent contradiction that Ada 
was threatened with death or extinction that 
very day in which he ate, and yet lived on 
for nearly 1,000 years. I leave that for subse- 
quent discussion. Now, the origin of the 
doctrine being Satanic, it is not to be won- 
dered at if its fraits have been Satanic also. 
And any close reader of the Bible or history 
cannot tail to discover this deadly trail of the 
slimy serpent all along the sad history of 
man from the fatal hour when this falsehood 
first found entrance into the world to the 
yresentmoment, whep it constitutes the vain 
iope Of millions. 

It it be argued that if the race were de- 
ceived by the lie of Satan they were soon 
undeceived by the actual presence of death, 
Il answer that the immediate power of the 
Devil was accomplished in seducing man 
into unbelief and disobecience and in thus 
bringing death upon him. After this the 
race might be safely trusted to ‘seek out 
many inventions.’ And hence not onty has 
the original lie undergone many transtorma- 
tions, but designing men have industriously 
built thereon an astonishing superstructure 
of falsehood by which they have been en- 
abled to keep their tellows in leading strings 
and turn many an ‘honest penny’ to their 
own account. 

“Mv next count in this indictment is that 
idolatry, and probably che first form of it, 
grew out of the doctrine that man survives 
the stroke of death. 

One of the earliest forms of idolatry, and 
probably the first, was the worship of the 
departed spirits of our ancestors. The gods 
of the Greeks and Romans’ were all deified 
heroes, who at death were taken to the 
abode of the gods as a reward for ex- 
traordinary virtue, courage, strength. 
or other qualities which their worshipers ad- 
mired. Literal idol worship probably never 
was practiced except among the most stupid 
and debased tribes. The honors paid to the 
idol were really to the spirit supposed to an- 
imate it for the time being. An affectionate 
son would carve or paint an image of his 
father; and, believihg his spirit to be pres- 
ent, would converse with it, ask favors of it, 
and finaily yield it divine honors. 

The religion of the Chinese is tothis day 
only the worship of their deceased ancestors. 
Deny the premises, and idolatry from the be- 
ginning of time would cease. Indeed, it is 
very hard to conceive how idolatry c6uld in 
any age have arisen without some such origin 
in accepted truth. Men are not idiots in 
any age; but grant false premises and 
the more logical the reasoning the more 
surely false the conclusion. In like manner 
the horrible customs of the heathen have 
arisen. The Hipdoo rite of suttee has its 
origin in the conceit that the spirit of the 
husband has Survived his death, and in ‘ an- 
other world’ requires tne presence of his 
wife, children, servants, dogs, and horses. 
lience ali must be offered in one grand fu- 
neral pyre. Generally, itistrue, the devoted 
wife alone consents to the journey: but in- 
stances are not wanting where several wives, 
the younger children, a few devoted serv- 
ants, and all the personal effects of the de- 
evased were burnt together in one horrid 
holocaust in honor of this dreadful delusion. 
Human sacrifices the world oter have this 
inspiratiop. And even on American soil 
many a pioneer and his family have fallen 
beneath the tomahawk or been burned at 
the stake to appease the wrath of the spirit 
of the father or brother of some Indian 
brave who had fallen in battle with the pale- 
face. 

he horribly debasing debgucheries of 
the Greek and Roman worship’ were only 
practiced in good-fellowship with gods, who 
were once men and women, and still shared 
the lusts of their worshipers. The necro- 
mancy of the heathen, into which the Jew also 
ultimately fell, but which he was forbidden 
to practice under penalty of death, was noth- 
ing but ancient Spiritualism or conversation 
with the dead. It was a delusion which evil- 
minded persons turned to their own account 
aud by it led the veople astray. Not that 
they actually did or could converse with the 
dead, but, believing it, the evil results were 
just as real and just as great as though the 
communication was real. Wesay this with- 
out here having recourse to the theory adopt- 
ed by some that the spirits were real, but 
were devils and not men. 

„Another count we offer in this indictment 
is, that the delusionsof Mohammed are also 
the legitimate offspring of this theory. His 
visions, by which he obtained and secured 
his authority over men, couid only have been 
suggested by this doctrine. His fabied jour- 
ney to Heaven, in which the gloriged spirits 
of patriarchs and prophets, Jesus alone ex- 
cepted, did him reverence, would only have 
excited derision had not his followers im- 
plicitly believed that patriarchs and prophets 
had escaped death and were in Heaven. 

„The sensual paradise which excited the 
hopes, and the seven hells which alarmed 
the fears of his warriom and made them in- 
vincible in battle, were but the gorgeous 
temple which an Oriental imagination erected 
upon the superstructure of the soul’s im- 
mortality. Who can tell how. many batties 
were won by the wild sons of the desert over 
the Christian (% hosts of Europe by the 
single shout raised by some ‘spiritual 
minded ' warrior and passed all aiong the 
line as it was taken up in the midst of the 
battle, Remember the blackeyed Houris 
of Paradise.“ And, alas! how certain it is 
that myriads have poured out their blood 
like water. and other myriads mingled theirsi 
with that of their conquerors, under the in- 
spiration of this of all lies the most horrible. 
But we now vass to Consider the origin of 
auother system of falsehood the most com- 
plicated, elaborate, and polished of all the 
delusions that have afflicted maukind. 
A system so ingeniously arranged, 
with all che pas 80 interdepend⸗- 
ent and logical. and 80 adapted 
to the corrupt and weak constitution of man 
that nothing but Almighty wisdom and pow- 
er can rid mankind ot its domination— Roman 
Catholicism. If there is a devil and he is not 
the author of this masterpiece he lacks the 
shrewdness with which he is generally credit- 
ed. But it did not spring up in a night—it is | 
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the growth of ages. The minds of a mylti- 
tude of acute and Wp men, reasoWing 
from the common basis of natural immortat⸗ 
ity, have been able, little by little, through 
iong ages, to devise amt perpetuate in the 
minds ot their followers this system of im- 
portune.. It will be impossible in the time 
at our disposal to dissect the whole system 
and find the root of every vile stem of this 
fatal Upas tree. We shall tnerefore only se- 
ject some of the most glaring of its many 
falsehoods. Let us begin with the worship 
of the Virgin Mary and prayers to the saints. 
Will any one be bold enough to say that this 
vain and sinful superstition which consti- 
tutes so large a part of the worship of the 
average Roman Catholic ever would have 
had a being but for the conceit that Virgin 
and saints are now in Heaven? It 
Cliristians had always believed in the 
entire mortality of man, is it not 
perfectiy manifest that this superstition, 
which Protestantism abhors, would; not 
have existed, and that it will perish the mo- 
ment men accept this truth? But from this 
pass to the doctrine af purgatory, which has 
from the time of its invention poured.a mint 
of money into the cotfers of the priesthood. 
‘The immortal souls of the imperfect but not 
inecorrigibly bad arep here undergoing a 
process of reformation” Their time can 
shortened and the process hastened by the 
application to their case of the iminense fund 
of merit which the glorified saints are con- 
stantly accuniulating and placing in bank at 
the disposal of the regularls- appointed 
servants of the church. ‘This business cf 
bank in spiritual treasures cannot be car- 
ried oH far. A check drawn on that bank in 
favor of your father’s soul, writhing in pur- 
gatorial fires, will cost you a dollar or two, 
or teu, according to the avarice of the 
broker, or your pile of filthy luere. Take 
the saints from glory and the souls from 
purgatory and piace them where the Bible 
places them, in one common grave, awaiting 
a resurrection, and the fires of purgatory are 
extinguished—but so are the profits of the 
clergy. You may, therefore, be certain it 
will not be done in a hurry. 

»The particular abomination that fired\the 
righteous soul ot Luther and gave rise to 
the Protestant Reformation (?) was the sale 
of indulgehces. What" was its foundation ? 

‘by, as before, treason has placed a bank 
of merit at my disposal; give mea sixpende 
and I will give you liberty to lie without sin, 
for this permit is a draft on the bank to your 
credit of-equal amount. For a dollar you 

‘can rob,for a hundred you can commit 

adultery or rape, for five hundred you may 

murder, ete. No wonder it set him te think- 

ing and thinking, until he was ready to say 

in the teeth of the whole system, ‘I permit 

the Pope to make articles of faith for himself 

and his worshipers, such as—the soul is im- 

mortal, and all the rest of those monstrous 

doctrines to be found in the Roman dung- 
hill of Decretats.’ 

But how, wishing to deal tenderly with my 
brethreij—1L am not sure that they are ready 
by tl me to acknowledge the relation- 
ship—of the Protestant sects, I will only call 
special attention to one or two of the noisiest 
of their doctrines. 

“Of ‘infant damnation’ I perhaps ought 
not to speak at all, exceptit may be witha 
hushed v@ice.as you speak in the presence of 
tne dead. Of vicarious atonement it is cruel 
to say anything, since the logical sequene 
of the doctrine of @6ternal torment, judicious- 
ly incorporated with that of ‘substitution,’ 
is to place the ‘substitute’ in an endless 
hell; which the most pertinacious and pug- 
nacious prosecutor of Dr. Thomas would 
disdain with equal horror and inconsistency. 
But upon the doctrine of a literaland eternal 
hell of fire, I suppose without serious of- 
fense I can bang away to my heart’s content, 
since none can be found 80 poor as to do it 
reverence. However, as ia years past, 1 5 ot 
done my full share in heaping infamy upon 
it, I pow beg to spare myself and you the 
trouDle of doing more than pointing out the 
factthat nothing but the absurdity that Al- 
mighty wisdom had on its hands an immortal 
sinner which Almighty power could not dis- 
pose of ever lit, as a last resort, eternal fires 
to consume the unconsumabie or torture 
with everlasting pangs that which, by virtue 
ot its immortality, was superior to all pain. 
But 1 may say that but for the enormous 
strain upon the believing facuity of the aver- 
Ane man, for which this doctrine is responsi- 
ble, even Pope Bob himself, with multitudes 
of brighter lights at whose fires he has lit 
his taper, and other multitudes who’ 
hang in rapture on his lidos and 
cry ‘he is a god,’ would today be 
Iiting in repentant tears at the feet of Jesus 

e Great Life-Giver, whom they now hold 
in derision as a useless excresence in a world 
ot immortals. I may add, too, mat Univer- 
salisin is but the protest of common sense 
and common justice, not to say benevolence, 
against a system which, desing with im- 
mortal bemgs. could find no other use for the 
greater part of them than to furnish a brill- 
iunt example of how an infinitiy wise and 
good God could exhibit Itis wisdom and 
mercy in inflicting eternal anguish upon the 
vast majority of His creatures in order that 
a Small remnant of them might eternally 
flatter Him for the exhibition. A pendulum 
oscillates to and fro, and J niversalism is but 
the human heart and head at the end of the 
are farthest from eternal torinent. Granted 
the doctrine of inherent immortality and 1 
ama Universalist—m heart; but an infidel 
in head—for the Bible cannot be made to 
teach it. Canon Farrar’s doctrine of Eternal 
Hope, how becoming so popular, even in un- 
suspected quarters, becomes at once a vain 
and useless speculation when once the doc- 
trine is believed that immortality is the re- 
ward of patient continuance in well-doing.’ 
But whether for good or ill Universalism is 
the legitimate offspring of the doctrine of 
patural immortality. 

“Of modern Spiritualism it seems almost 
unnecessary to speak, its existence ts so 
plainly and notoriously based upon the con- 
tinued conscious existence of the dead or 
the natural immortality of man. 1 may, 
however, advert to the logic of their system 
when once you grant their premises. This 
superstition is such an agreeable and natural 
outcome of their premises that Lam simply 
amazed that any one hoiding the one can 
avoid the other. And, indeed, they do not 
avoid it, forin all essentials every believer 
in the immortality of the soul is a Spiritual- 
ist. Let us suppose aSpiritylist to attempt 
the conversion of an orthodox clergyman. 
Says the 8.: Lou believe in theimmortali- 
ty of the soul?’ ‘Yes.’ Lou hold to its 
separate conscious existence after death?“ 
‘Yes.’ *You hold that the spirits of parents 
may become the guardian angels of their 
children and vice versa?’ Well, not exactly 
in that way perhaps.“ Well, ve heard 
you preach it. And you all talk that way 
at a funeral. Don't you believe that the 
dead have communicated with the living 
in the past?’ Well, yes; [must admit it.“ 
‘If in the past why not now?“ But Moses 
forbade it, and punished it with death.“ 30 
he did gomg out of your house or lighting a 
fire on the seventh day.“ But this rapping 
business, and putting out tHe lights, and this 
free-love, and this—— *Iloid on! stick to the 
text—that is no part ofthe system. Give the 
Devil his due’ How crusting would be 
the answer of a minister of God's“ Word to 
all this . and even logical reasoning 
from false premises to say in the language 
of Solomon: Pie dead know not any- 
thing,’ orin that of David: * The dead praise 
net the Lord, neither any that go down into 
silence.’ But why need 1 go further and 
speak of Mormonism and the delusions of 
the Shakers, or of the thousands of quaint,

Certainly a 
capital idea of Salvini’s extraordinary versa- 
tility may be gained from seeing him sue- 
cessively in three such entirely opposit 
characters as Othello, Macbeth, and Conrad, 

The story of The Outlaw” is briefly as 
follows: g 

Conrad is an impulsive, higia-souled Sieil- 
ian, born amongst the vineyards and olive 
orchards on the slopes of Mount tna. Dur- 
ing a violent quarrel in the streets of Catania 
he has aceidentally slalp the brother of his 
wife, Rosalie. : 

For his crime he has been sentenced to im- 
prisonment for life; and when the action of 
the drama commences he has just escaped 
after ten years’ confinement on the island 
of Pantellarie, and after all sorts of hard- 
ships he finds himself one evening at the 
door ot the abbey ot a certain Gioacchino 
Ruvo, an ecclesiastic, near to whom es 
one Dr. Paliniert, in whose house Conrad’s 
wife, Rtosatlic, and her child have been shelter- 
ed during the preceding years. The good 
Doctor has adopted the little one as his own 
child, afid she has grown up to regard him 
as her father. 

Don Gioacchino, who has on several occa- 
sions spitefully attempted to drive Rosalie 
and her child out of the Doctor's house by 
stirring up seandalous tongues against her 
reputation, interrogates the unfortunate 
Comrad and discovers his identity. He 
thereupon reveals to the mierable eutcast 
the whereabouts of his wife and child. 

Conrad m Rosa who is terribly 
alarmed and distressed at his reappearance. 
She is anxious above all things their 
daughter’s peace of mind should not be dis- 
turbed by the knowledge of the fact that her 
father is a felon, and offers to fly with Con- 
rad sooner than risk the possibility of this 
The unhappy Conrad, broken down by 

by th 
terrible mental struggle to which he is now 
subjected. He meets his daughter, now 
grown to be a graceful young woman. 
She at first reeoils with affright and 
aversion from his miserable aspect—then 
entertains a feeling of pit and compassion 
for his evidently wretched condition—which 
is hightened and intensified by his relating 
to her his story. The girl’s heart is touched 


by Conrad’s narration of his sufferings, and 


he is on the point of revealing his relation to 
her when Dr. Palmieri enters and arrests 
the disclosure. 

The unfortunate outlaw recognizes the 
fact that to open the girl’s eves woul@ be to 
doom her to a lifeiong sorrow, and he re- 
solves that as it is unavoidable that one of 
them should suffer it shall be himself. ‘The 
intensity of the agony he has to bear breaks 
down his already enfeebled frame, and he 
expires in hig daughter’s arms just as the 
girl in response to his piteous entreaty ad- 
dresses him as “father” for the first and 
last time, 

In this terrible death scene Salvini is sim- 
ply sublime. We leave the theatre literally 
exhausted with emotion. There is no other 
actor alive that dare attempt such an effect, 
and there is no person of sensibility that can 
Witness it unmoved.

WHITEFISH CULTURE. 


Some Practical Suggestions on an Im- 
portant Subject. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Irwune. 

CuicaGo, Dec. 9.—The subject of whitefish 
culture is one of importance. Thus far its 
discussion has been confined to those partic- 
ularly interested in the work: 

It is worthy of greater popular attention 
than it has yet received. The whitefish, in 
the Northwest. at least, stands at the very 
front asa food fish. It is more known in 
commerce than any otner, and its excellence 
asan article of food is fully established, 
The matter of the culture of this fish may 
not generally be well understood. En- 
tire practical success has attended 
the efforts which have been made 
in this direction. The supply of whitefish in 
the great lakes and waters of the Northwest 
can be by this means increased almost with- 
out limit. Notwithstanding this, compara- 
tively little has been accomp.ished. The 
reason for this is the limited scale upon 
which the work has been carried on.

Second, the Government owns the waters 
and can much better protect the interests in- 
volved, itcan make a reciprocity treaty 
with Canada, which no State can do. 

Third, the seven States first named Above 
and Canada as well are benefited by the 
whitefish plants. Their inhabitants enjoy 
benefits. It is not fair thé money 
of the taxpayers of Wisconsin, Michigan 
and Ohio should bespent for the benefit 
8 in Canada, Indiana, Connecticut, and 
New York, especially as the latter States do 
nothing for the general work, give no 
benefits in return for what they receive.

NEU RALGIA—To equalize the nervous circu- 
lation is the first consideration; and to effect 
that object a Beit and Losoles are always an im- 
portant adjunct.

COMMERCIAL. 


The leading produce markets were generally 
dull on Saturday with not much change in 
wheat and corn, lower prices on hogs and pro- 
visions, and irregularity in oats, while barley 
was lower than previous quotations. Receipts 
of hogs were large, and of grain small. 

Provisions were active and lower. Pork de- 
clined 22\4c and closed e below the latest prices 
of Friday. Lard declined 124%c, and closed at a 
disadvantage of 7c. while ribs fell off 20@25c. 
The market was weakened early by the knowl- 
edge that the receipts of hogs were much larger 
than bad been expected, and there was only a 
temporary rally later. Though the bulls 
said that bogs are bemg  rusbed in 
because further fattening is very expensive in 
severely cold weather. But the market could 
scarcely be called weak. There was good tuys- 
ing at the decline, and that by parties who had 
recently pounded the market for all it was 
worth. They filled in their shorts at the offered 
profit, saying that we are a long way behind on 
the packing recorc, and that stocks are very 
light, the current production being all picked 
up for shipment to Europe. Saturday's demand 
for spot stuff was, however. rather light and 
some parties said that the European demand is 
about over for the present, simply because all 
the ocean freight-room availabie for December 
has been engaged, 80 that there is 
uo longer 1 chance of getting lard 
and meats afloat for Germany before 
the end of the year. Thestrength in year ribs 
evaporated. The packing of this city since the 
close of October is estimated as, 952,000 hogs, 
against 1,060,000 to date last year, and 1,326,000 to 
do in 1881. 

Flour was quiet. The better grades were 
quoted easier, a consequence of the low freight- 
rates from the Northwest, which causes in- 
creased offerings; while the lower grades were 
steady, the supplies having been pretty weill 
picked up by exporters.

Close of the Bulidiug Season. 
The cold wave which reached the city 
about the middie of the week practically 
closed building operations for the year—a 
year that has witnessed more activity in that 
line than any since 1873, the year of the 
panic. The extensive operations carried on 
in the city since the building season opened 
last spring have been so often referred to in 
the columns of Tux Trripune that it is 


scarcely worth while to review them in de- 
tail, but a few figures respecting the matter 
will not be uninteresting. The year after 
the fire saw over $40,000,000 worth of build- 
ings erected, and the succeeding year wit- 
the construction of over 
more substantial build- 
ings, but the years intervening between 
1873 @and 1881 saw a gradual decrease in op- 
erations which menaced the future of the 
city. Ia 1881, however, the spell was broken, 
and during that year there were issued by 
the Building Department 1,738 permits, rep- 
resenting an expenditure: of $13,467,000, and 
atotal frontage of 56,627 feet. ll of the 
figures for the present year cannot be ob- 
tained for several days yet, but a tolerably 
close estimate can be made from reliable 
figures obtained as late as Oct. 7, 1882. At 
that time there had been issued 2,158 per- 
mits, representing a total frontage of 65,528 
feet, and an outlay of $14,500,000. Since that 
time in the neighborhood of $2,000,000 worth 
of permits have been issued, which will 
bring the figures up to $2,000,000 more 
than those of 1881. It is the opinion of the 
Superintendent of the Building Department 
that the increase will be nearly $5,000,000. 
Butthis estimate is probably too high, in 
view of the figures obtainabie. Withal the 
season Was more successful than the pre- 
ceding one, for the reason that there was less 
bad weather, and more good work was ac- 
complished before the Ist of December than 
before the same time last year. As arule 
all work that was. un in season is well 
finished,and only tifa structures that were 
commeneed late are nOwin exposed shape. 
The Board of Trade building, the two new 
business blocks on Market street, near Madis 
son, and several other structures 
on the North and West sides 
are about the only ones that are in such 
shape that work upon them has to be sus- 
pended. The new Farwell building, the 
Jewett building, and about all of the large 
structures in that part of the business centre 
are under cover, and workmen are able to 
continue the finishing process, so that they 
will about all be ready for occupangy the 
first of the year.

That Private Sewerage System. 

Mr. Cheney, Superintendent of the Sewer- 
age Department, will probably reply to the 
application made by Potter Palmer, Bishop 
Feehan, and others for a private sewerage 
system into the lake for that part of the 
North Side east of State street and between 
Division street and Lincoln Park during 
the present week. Just what answer 
he will make is not known, but his views on 
the subject are that the scheme is not ad- 
visable for several reasons. One of these is 
(pat the waters of the lake would be con- 

minated; another is that it would entail an 
expense of $15,000 upon the city; and, 
further, that it is unnecessary for the reason 
that if all of the basements of houses to be 
erected are as high as that of Mr. Palmer’s 
house they can be more easily end effectively 
drained to State street than in any other 
directio The sewer on State street was 
construtted to accommodate this section, 
and if the house basements are made to con- 
form with Mr. Palmer’s, and ‘there is no rea- 
son why they should not be, the fall 
from them to State street will be sufficient 
for excellent drainage. There is very liftle 
prospect that the prayer of the petitioners will 
be granted, a fact which will be pleasing to 
the people who are interested in havin 
moderately — water flowing through their 
hydrants. Property in that section in- 
crea in value almost daily, and it is not 
likely that Mr. Cheney’s decision will inter- 
fere with its advance, as the drainage to 
State street will by no means be undesirable.

The great event of the week among Chica- 
go as well as Hyde Park real-estate dealers 
was the settlement of the location of the im- 
mense works of the United States Rolling- 
Stock Company, a full account of which was 
published in Tux TRIBUNE of yesterday. 

For the past two weeks a vast amount of 
speculation has been going on in the vicinity 
of Sec. 31, and the demand for property has 
been so great that it has been aptly termed a 
“desperate scramble.” It has been ex- 
tremely difficult to obtain a full list of the 
transfers owing to the reticence and trust 
of the dealers; but the following are among 
the number, the prices ranging from 8150 to 
$500 per acie: In Sec. 32, the Wilson, Phil- 
lips, Murphy, Eiger, and Hurd tracts of 227, 
forty, twenty, twenty, aud twenty acres re- 
spectively; in Sec. 31, the Austin, Beckwith 
and Underwood tracts, forty, forty, and 
twenty-six acres respectively; in Sec. 25, the 
Martin tract, sixteen acres; in Sec. 30, the 
Handy tract, forty acres, and in Sec. 6, the 
Eiger tract, 112 acres. Several large tracts 
of land at Hammond, Ind., six miles further 
up the Calumet River, also changed hands. 

The canal connecting Calumet River and 
Calumet Lake has been pushed rapidly for- 
ward. It is stated, however, that it will not 
be carried as far as Calumet Lake, and will 
simply form a slip for the use of the barbed- 
wire works which are to be built on the 
south side of the line of the canal. This 
would seem to be extremely probabie from 
the fact that the water in Calumet 
Lake is shallow, and a large amount of 
dredging will have to be done before vessels 
can approach the wharves at Pullman on the 
opposit side of the lake. ‘The construction 
of this extension of the Pullman Railroad 
around the south end of the lake; and the 
fact that the land in that direction is the prop- 
erty of the Pullman Land Association, would 
also seem to indicate that the company had 
decided to obtain their water communica- 
tion by way of the river, beginning at the 
mouth of Calumet Lake. A canal system is 
also contemplated by the Rolling-Stock Com- 
pany, which will materially lessen the dis- 
tance to the South Chicago Harbor, and 
which will of course directly benefit the Pull- 
man Company, whose tracks touch the Calu- 
met eee but a short distance from the new 
works. 


Lake View. 

The building of the Chicago & Evanston 
Railroad is going to develop considerable 
property not heretofore accessible, and, it is 
expected, will assist very materially iff mak- 
ing a sale for it. Contemplated improve- 


ments of a public character, which are sure 
to come, such as the building of sewers, ex- 
tension of the water system, paving and mac- 
adamizing of streets, and laying of sidewalks, 
will also help to make the predictions of the 
real-estate men sure to take place. 


THE LICENSE QUESTION. 


Higher Licenses and Fewer Saloons. 
Io the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

CuicaGao, Dec. 7.—There is one fase of the 
saloon question that cannot be made too 
prominent in its discussion—namely: that 
so long as the numberof drinking-saloons 
in proportion to population continues as at 
present, just so long a large percentage® of 
them will be compelled by a law of necessity 
to vend vile and adulterated liquors, sell to 
minors and drunkards, run dago dens, and 
harbor thieves, prostitutes, and criminals of 
all sorts, or starve. The business is im- 
mensely overdone, and itis only by the pat- 
ronage of the criminal classes that many sa- 
loons can exist. A little arithmetic, I think, 
will demonstrate the correctness of this po- 
sition. 

Calling the present population of the city 
600,000, and estimating one-half of it to be fe- 
males, it may be safely calculated that not 
over one-tenth of the latter patronize the 
saloons, say 30,000. Of the males, after al- 
lowing for children and abstainers, itis high- 
ly probable that not exceeding 50 per cent of 
the whole are saloon patrons. This gives a 
total of 180,000, leaving out strangers and 
transient persons, upon which the 4,000 sa- 
loov~ in our city must depend for support, 
or, 8 one saloon for each forty-five pat- 
rons. 

The custom of the best-paylng patrons, in- 
cluding the large proportion that comes from 
outsiders and strangers, is almost wholly ab- 
sorbed by about 1,000 saloons located in the 
central part of the city. Another thousand 
by reason of location and ownership get far 
more than the average proportion of what 
remains, leaving 2,000 to eke out a starving 
existence or thrive by the methods sug- 
gested. 

From some inquiry and a good deal of ob- 
servation 1 am satisfied that the families of a 
very large number (probably one-third) 
of saloonists, where they have fam- 
ilies, are the victims of want. 
Among the proprietors ot saloons 
will be found numbers of mechanics and 
laboring men who have abandoned an hon- 
est calling, tempted by the small cost of an 
outfit and the low licenge, to engage in the 
disreputable traffic. ‘Their limited means 
compel them to rent miserable dens in out-of- 
the-way places for the business, and these at 
once become the resort of the vilest classes 
What iswanted in order to make saloons 
more respectable isto make it harder for 
such men toembark in the liquor business. 
Every brewer and wholesale liquor-dealer. 
if they will tell the truth, will say that 
they are compelled to load their business 
with a heavy per centage to cover the 
losses made through irresponsible saloon- 
Keepers. Every solvent saloon proprietor 
pays from 5 to 10 per cent extra for the stuff 
1e buys (and probably more) because of the 
bad credit of the class, growing outof the 
excessive number permitted to exist. Place 
the license for selling ferinented liquors at 
$500 and distilled liquors at $1,000, and it 
will accomplish more in twelve months for 
the financial prosperity of our city; more for 
law, and order, and good morals: more for 
the suppression of misery and the arrest of 
crime and pauperism, and the decrease of 
city and county expenditures, than any other 
practicable measure that can be vay gS
